PRODUCTION THE PROBLEM 


Reports on spring business from 
both retail and wholesale nursery 
firms indicate a limiting factor which 
is unusual. Dollar volume of sales 
was held to last year’s level, and 
in some cases below it, because stock 
to sell was lacking in the sizes de- 
sired. Here and there firms report 
record sales by reason of .a con- 
junction of favorable conditions. 

Most important of the factors af- 
fecting the production of stock has 
been the drought, which has re- 
stricted the growth of stock in vari- 
ous parts of the country in one on 
another of the past three years, and 
in some sections in all three. Shrubs 
and evergreens which should be 
ready for market will require an- 
other year or two in the field, even 
under favorable conditions, in order 
to be of salable size. 

Coupled with the climatic condi- 
tions in clearing the market was 
the continued strong demand which 
has accompanied the record resi- 
dential building boom. Erection of 
small homes has kept up at so great 
a pace in all parts of the country 
that growers of nursery stock have 
found a ready market near home, 
and few surpluses have been avail- 
able even for buyers who searched 
for them. 

Labor has been less of a limiting 
factor in production than it was 
in preceding years, but undoubtedly 
the scarcity of capable and experi- 
enced men has prevented expansion 
by large growers. 

The restricted sales volume and 
the smaller grades harvested from 
many fields have had an adverse ef- 
fect on profits. Expenses have been 
just as high as in other years of equal 
volume, and in most cases higher. 
but the financial returns have not 
been of commensurate size. This 
plight is so general that there should 
be no lack of firmness in prices of 
nursery stock, which many 
have not kept pace with the increases 
in prices of other commodities or 
with producers’ costs.

Since home building continues this 
year close to the record levels of 
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previous years, there is no doubt of 
a firm demand for practically all 
classes of stock another season. Pro- 
duction is therefore the problem. 
Easier labor conditions may permit 
of some expansion in plantings. The 
weather, of course, is beyond the 
control of growers except to the 
extent that they can install water- 
ing systems. 


TRAINED LABOR 


Instead of the problems of over- 
production and gluts which periodi- 
cally faced nurserymen a generation 
ago, shortages have been more com- 
mon since the last war. Unquestion- 
ably, the scarcity of trained labor 
has been as much responsible for the 
inadequate supplies of nursery stock 
as has been the tremendous demand 
engendered by the high level of home 
building. Not all former employees 
returned to the nurseries after the 
war was over, and few additions 
were made to trained labor in the 
meantime. Nor has casual labor been 
what it was before the war, many of 
the hands coming from factories in- 
stead of farms and therefore being 
totally unfamiliar with nursery tools 
and equipment. 

Because of this situation, new en- 
terprises of the one-man type are 
chiefly responsible for the trade’s 
postwar expansion, while the large 
organizations have just about main- 
tained themselves, if they have not 
been obliged to curtail some part of 
their undertakings. 

Conceivably, the day may come 
when some of these one-man opera- 
tors may find it more profitable to 
contribute their efforts to larger or- 
ganizations, but that is not a near- 
term prospect. Conceivably, also, 
more men may be attracted to the 
nursery field now that factories are 
only working the regular 40-hour 
week and do not fatten the weekly 
pay envelopes with overtime. 

Of its own accord, the nursery in- 
dustry has made itself more attrac- 
tive by reason of better hours, bet- 
ter rates of pay and some of the so- 
called fringe benefits. If prices are 
not adequate to attract help to this 
industry worth training, there was 
never a time more favorable to put 
them on that level, because the de- 
mand has seldom been so strong in 
comparison with the existent supply 
of stock. 

Most important is the willingness 
of the individual nurseryman to 


train help which will make it pos- 
sible for him to expand his business, 
instead of being satisfied to continue 
on the one-man or family basis with 
such occasional labor as may be 
picked up cheaply. Selecting and 
training men call for qualifications 
different from those that make one 
a good propagator or grower, gar- 
den store operator or landscape con- 
tractor. But that side of the business 
must receive attention and be devel- 
oped in order that the industry may 
expand to meet the increaing needs 
which it is sure to face from a public 
intent on home-owning and gar- 
dening. 


HOME BUILDING AT PEAK 


Supporting the current strong de- 
mand for nursery stock, continuation 
of the high rate of home building is 
an important assurance of the future 
to nurserymen. 

Not only was the value of con- 
struction work in the first fou 
months of 1954 the highest on record 
for the period, but construction con- 
tract awards were also at a peak, 
promising sustained activity in the 
months ahead. 

Private home building in April 
was the highest for any month since 
September, 1950. At current rates, 
the number of homes started this 
year may equal or exceed the 1,100,- 
000 started in 1953, whereas at the 
beginning of the year even opti- 
mistic forecasts predicted a decline 
of about 10 per cent. The gain has 
been concentrated in single-family 
homes, for which contract awards in 
the first four months of 1954 re- 
corded a gain of over 20 per cent 
compared to the same period a year 
ago. 

Much of the present home build- 
ing, however, is based on the easy 
mortgage money market. Buyers of 
homes with 30-year mortgages with 
no down payment are not of a type 
likely to spend a great sum of moncy 
for trees and evergreens, but such 
homeowners are buyers at least of 
the cheaper items of nursery stock

Short Course

Foremost in importance and ex- 
tensive consideration at the Texas 
short course for nurserymen, held at 
Memorial student center, Texas Ag- 
ricultural and Mechanical College. 
College Station, Tex., was the sub- 
ject of irrigation, a matter of pro- 
found interest to Texas nurserymen, 
many of whom suffered losses from 
the past year’s extended period of 
drought.

Frank Cornelius, president of the 
T. A. N., opened the general session, 
welcomed the association group and 
cited the benefits of cooperation be- 
tween nurserymen and the college. 
The meeting was then turned over 
to the program chairman, Ralph 
Ellis Gunn, Houston landscape ar- 
chitect, who had assisted Professor 
DeWerth in forming the program 
Others on the program committee 
were C. B. Campbell, Jr., Texas 
Nursery Co., Sherman, and Bill Col- 
lins, executive secretary of the 
T. A. N., Austin. Chairman Gunn 
noted the general divisions of the 
program, which included informa- 
tion for growers, retailers and land- 
scape personnel. 


Status of Texas Nursery Industry 


Prof. Leon J. Tolle, Jr., led off 
the program and presented informa- 
tion and data on the importance of 
keeping records in the business op- 
erations of nurserymen. This is one 
of the most important phases of the 
business and is the only way to tell 
which items and methods are profit- 
able and which are not. As a teacher 
in the department of floriculture and 
landscape architecture of Texas A 
and M. College, Professor Tolle cited 
data showing the growth of the nurs- 
ery business in Texas which revealed 
the increase in the value of horticul- 
ture to Texas since 1949 

Another faculty member, Prof 
Roy C. Garrett, of the department

of agriculture and engineering, spoke 
on “Irrigation Practices and Costs,” 
a subject which brought enthusiastic 
reaction and discussion from the 
nurserymen present. Professor Gar- 
rett described three types of irriga- 
tion: (1) Surface irrigation, (2) sub- 
irrigation and (3) aboveground irri- 
gation. The last type, with the use of 
portable aluminum pipe and erect 
pipe outlets with rotating sprinklet 
heads, constitutes the system most 
used by Texas nurserymen. 

Irrigation frequency depends 
mainly on the man in charge. Some 
nurserymen apply irrigation method- 
ically, at regular set intervals of time. 
Others have it available for emer- 
gency periods of drought. Others fol- 
low scientific principles of utilization 
needs of the particular plants o 
crop grown. 

The speed of an irrigation opera- 
tion depends largely on the water

supply. In some cases the water may 
be taken directly from a lake or 
river; in other cases pumping into a 
tank or reservoir is required to build 
up an accumulation of water before 
the irrigation is started and used at 
intermittent periods. The system 
which includes the least labor and 
movement of pipe for irrigation is 
the most satisfactory. In some cases 
a profitable use has resulted where 
a water supply of only 45 gallons a 
minute is available. 

Cost of irrigation varies according 
to the location and size of the area 
to be covered. A $3000 irrigation 
outfit used on 40 acres would have 
an investment cost of $75 an acre. 
The same set used on 120 acres 
would cost only $25 an acre. Actu- 
ally, many factors are involved. The 
availability of the water supply 
would come first. Engine or motor

Retailers Report Good Sales, 


Good Prices, Some Shortages 


Brisk spring business—-the effect of 
the continuing building 
good planting season, and, 
direct personal selling—was 
enjoyed by most retail nurseries 
throughout the country. Generally 
speaking, prices remained high. Re- 
tail customers, who scemed to seek 
landscape-size stock and high-qual- 
ity material, gave little price resist- 
ance. Shortages of large-size shade 
trees and certain other stock were 
experienced by many firms. 

With weather propitious in most 
areas and the labor supply ample 
and somewhat more select, the first 
half of 1954 was described as satis- 
factory to excellent by nearly all re- 
porting firms. 

The few firms which experienced 
business adversities attributed them 
to local conditions, from drought, in 
one case, to Senator Joseph Mc- 
Carthy, in another. But even these 
nurseries sounded an optimistic note 
and looked upon future conditions 
as promising. 

All in all, 1954, will go 
down on most nurseries’ books as a 
banner season.

Twenty Per Cent Gain 

Homer K. Dodge, Landscape Serv- 
ce Co., Framingham Centre, Mass.., 
reports that early warm weather in 
the area enabled retail business to 
start early, and sales were nearly 20 
per cent ahead of last year’s. Heavy 
rain during May reduced the gain 
somewhat, according to Mr. Dodge. 

“Rumors in this area,” Mr. Dodge 


states, “have it that salesyards here- 
abouts are enjoying a good business 
and have not even suffered too badly 
from a series of rainy week ends. 
There seems to be less resistance to 
prices this year than in the pre- 
vious two years.” 


Exceptionally Busy Season 
A New York firm, Rosedale Nurs- 


eries, Inc., Eastview, has enjoyed an 
exceptionally busy season, with re- 
tail landscape business limited only 
by the number of capable men avail- 
able to do the work and the lack of 
stock in proper landscape sizes. 
Speaking for the firm, Howard C. 
Taylor states: 

‘The season weatherwise has been 
excellent for accomplishing work, 
with generally good week ends for 
salesyard sales. Unfortunately, many 
evergreens, especially the broad- 
leaved kinds, were not in too good 
a condition as a result of the severe 
winter and last summer’s drought. 
Most damaged stock is recovering 
well, but was not in salable condi- 
tion during early spring. 

“While it is impossible to 
the complete picture while much 
landscape work is still to be com- 
pleted, it is safe to say that this 
spring business has been the biggest 
in volume ever experienced in this

area 

“In general, larger jobs were done 
than heretofore, with commercial 
landscaping becoming more and 
more important. Building seems not 
to have slackened, and continues to

Mr. Taylor concludes by noting 
that the area around Rosedale Nurs- 
eries is rapidly changing in charac- 
ter from an exclusively residential 
area to a popular commercial area 
for executive offices of many of the 
nation’s largest businesses. 


Sales Off—Profits Higher 


Another New York firm, Oak Park 
Nurseries, East Patchogue, L. L., 
N. Y., reports that sales are off 23 
per cent compared with the first six 
months of 1953, but the profit mar- 
gin is considerably higher. In report- 
ing this unusual situation, L. 8. Mac- 
Robbie attributes it to (1) heavy 
restocking done the past two or threc 
years, (2) an excellent growing sea- 
son in 1953 despite the severe sum- 
mer and fall drought and (3 
changes in sales policy. 

“Collections have been markedly 
better,” Mr. MacRobbie continues, 
“and we cannot quite account for 
that. Complaints, replacements and 
adjustments have been fewer and 
far less troublesome. Suffolk and 
Nassau counties, comprising our 
main sales territory, are among the 
four fastest-growing sections of the 
country. Much of the building is of 
small to medium homes (in the $10,- 
000 to $20,000 bracket) and indus-

In Containers! 


Part Ill 


Which Container 
Should You Use? 


By James S. Wells 


The volume of correspondence 
which has reached me after the 
publication of the first two articles 
in this series clearly indicates the 
keen interest which exists in this 
type of nursery crop production. 
One of the most frequent queries 
which appears in these letters is 
“What type of container should be 
used ?” 

The requirements of the container, 
are relatively simple, but they will

vary according to the type of plant 
being grown and particularly the 
length of time in which the plant 
must remain in the container before 
it is sold. Most growers are now 
well aware of the various types of 
containers which are being offered 
by the trade. 

Container growing originally com- 
menced with the growing of plants 
in reclaimed oil cans of approxi- 
mately 1-gallon capacity.

While scouting around recently in 
a part of the garden that has had no 
attention during the past 10 years, I 
came upon several plants of Amor- 
pha nana which prompted this note 
on the genus. Amorpha is a group of 
low shrubs made up of about 15 spe- 
cies, all native to North America, 
with some running southward into 
Mexico. The latter are, of course, of 
no use to northerners, but there re- 
mains enough for their purposes. The 
best one to thrive in the north is the 
little 18-inch plant previously men- 
tioned Amorpha nana. It is a 
much-branched shrub with dark 
green leaves, made up of tiny leaflets, 
numbering from 15 to 30 a leaf, and 
has small, maroon-purple flowers, 
followed by attractive brown seeds. 
All amorphas that I have grown re- 
quire a sunny situation and grow well 
in a dry soil, except A. fruticosa, 
which needs some moisture. Amor- 
phas are not difficult to grow from 
seeds and may be propagated from 
cuttings of green wood under glass 
and from hard cuttings taken in fall 
and inserted in a protected frame 
outdoors. 

Amsonia 


Native amsonias have been known 
since American plants were first in- 
troduced to white men; yet, it can- 
not be truthfully said that they are 
known to present-day gardeners. I 
do not know how plentiful they were 
in early American gardens, but they 
certainly are not well represented in 
modern plantings. And the best of 
the lot (so far as I know them), Am- 
sonia tabernaemontana, is not at all 
abundant in the parts of its natural 
range with which I am familiar. The 
one mentioned grows two to three 
feet high, with willowlike, alternate 
leaves, slightly downy beneath, and 
wands of small, pale blue flowers in 
June, giving the effect of a blue 
baby’s breath. Its greatest beauty, in 
my estimation, lies in its pretty foli- 
age, which remains ornamental 
throughout the growing season. Ac- 
cording to some reports, it is an er- 
ratic doer, dying out for no apparent 
reason after a year or two, while 
others say that it is no trouble at all. 
Speaking from a personal standpoint, 
I have seen a small planting here

qualifiers, such as “apparently” and 
“probably.” What I had in mind 
when I wrote the foregoing was the 
change that the botanists made in 
the plant long known as Cheiranthus 
allioni, which they now call Erysi- 
mum asperum, a plant of widespread 
distribution in North America. It 
can be noted that they usually hedge 
by saying that the material known in 
gardens apparently belongs in Erysi- 
mum asperum. But even an experi- 
enced blind gardener could tell the 
difference by feeling between the 
sparsely flowered, usually yellow, 
wild E. asperum and the profuse- 
flowering, brilliant orange C. allioni, 
when judged by garden standards. 

C. allioni is a biennial that can be 
treated as an annual, if need be, but 
better results will follow sowing the 
seed in June or July for flowering the 
following spring. It will then come 
into heavy production in midspring 
and continue during a long season, 
producing its fiery-orange blooms 
in great profusion. Another good 
cheiranthus is C. linifolius, which 
nurserymen are now told to call Erys- 
imum linifolium, whose lilac-colored 
wallflowers are produced on foot-tall, 
or less, plants throughout a long pe- 
riod. It is called a perennial in the 
floras but usually acts as a biennial 
in gardens, even when hardy, and it 
sometimes succumbed during a cold 
winter in my trials in northern Mich- 
igan years ago. 

European lists contain scores of so- 
called hardy, perennial wallflowers 
which mean practically nothing to 
northerners as outdoor plants. How- 
ever, they are useful for forcing and 
add a delightful touch to early spring 
bouquets. Sow the seeds in late June 
or early July for that purpose and 
later transplant the seedlings to 
frames, where they can have pro- 
tection as cold weather appears, o1 
they may be grown in pots and kept 
in a cold house until needed. Febru- 
ary 1 is early enough to start the 
earliest ones into growth, giving 
them a temperature of 45 degrees at 
first, which may be increased later 
to 50 degrees. 


St.-John’s-Wort 


A recent note in this column on 
Hypericum kalmianum has brought 
two requests for a note on other kinds 
and several requests for a source of 
supply for kalmianum. The latter 
has been answered by mail and the 
other will, I hope, be taken care of in 
the following comments.

autumn, as it often does. They are 
generally of shrublike growth, a few 
evergreen (these are not hardy in the 
north), and need, for the most part, 
a light soil in sun or light shade, 
where they will be sheltered from 
the cold winds of winter. All may be 
grown from seeds, when available, 
without difficulty, and seeds of most 
kinds mentioned below may be se- 
cured without much effort. 

Hypericum calycinum creeps about 
by means of underground runners 
and is therefore useful as a ground 
cover, either in sun or shade. 

H. coris is one of the evergreen 
species, of questionable hardiness this 
far north. It delights in a good soil, 
preferably on the sandy side, I be- 
lieve, and full sun. It makes 8-inch 
bushes, with sprays of yellow flowers. 
Hypericum Fragile Is Good Choice 

H. fragile, also an evergreen, is a 
trailing plant, not rooting as it grows, 
and is one of the easy doers. As with 
so many St.-John’s-worts, it has yel- 
low flowers, in this case on stems to 
six inches in height. It was best here 
in Michigan in sandy, well-drained 
soil in full sun and was somewhat 
hardy in protected corners. This is 
a lovely plant and a good seller lo- 
cally in my experience. 

H. glandulosum is a small shrub, 
about 18 inches high, with small yel- 
low blooms, which are followed by 
red and black fruits. It is a most un- 
usual kind, which does well under 
ordinary hypericum treatment. 

H. henryi, a Chinese plant, makes 
a slender, upright growth to a height 
of three feet. H. moserianum was 
long considered one of the best hy- 
pericums, but it was too tender for 
the north. Henryi is somewhat simi- 
lar to it in general effect but is much 
hardier and may be used where the 
other cannot be used because of 
tenderness to cold. Both forms have 
bright, golden-yellow flowers. 

H. olympicum makes a bush to a 
foot in height, with large, bright yel- 
low blooms. It is a good, showy sort 
for warm parts of the country; here 
it never was safe, though it often 
did well during winter in protected 
nooks. 

H. reptans is one of the best for 
rock garden and wall planting, form- 
ing a ground-hugging mat rarely 
more than an inch high, which pro- 
duces small, golden-yellow flowers 
during the whole summer and fall. It 
is not too hardy and often comes 
through the winter in a debilitated 
state, even when given a sheltered 
position. 

The foregoing is scarcely a start 
in a large, useful genus but should

exact substitute, but I can recom- 
mend one, Lilium hansoni, that 
should serve well if northern Wiscon- 
sin conditions are much like those in 
northern Michigan. It has long been 
my opinion that northern gardeners 
and commercial growers have al- 
lowed the glamour of the regal lily 
to overshadow the great merits of 
Hanson’s lily. You will note that the 
statement was qualified by the word 
“northern.” Below the Mason and 
Dixon line, perhaps even in the lati- 
tude of Chicago, late spring frosts 
may not harm the early-rising regals, 
but in the north one can seldom ex- 
pect to produce a perfect crop of 
flowers from it unless the planting is 
protected by cloth or otherwise. 
When it is right, there is no more 
beautiful early-flowering lily, but it 
is all too seldom perfectly right in 
this section. Even earlier to show its 
head aboveground in spring is L. 
hansoni; however, severe touches of 
frost on several occasions never 
seemed to deter it in my trials. 


The previous conclusion does not 
agree with that of Dr. Griffiths as 
he recorded it in a government lily 
bulletin. The frost damage to L. 
hansoni, which he complained about 
in the bulletin, occurred, I suspect, 
after the plants had grown a foot or 
more, following a long period of 
warm weather in early spring. These 
conditions are seldom experienced in 
the north, and frost damage usually 
occurs soon after the plants come up. 
As an example, on the past May 3, 
the thermometer outdoors stood at 
32 degrees, the snow was falling and 
not a single lily showed its head 
aboveground. I never have followed 
the matter through by observation 
or inquiry; so the foregoing state- 
ments are largely conjecture when I 
am outside my own vicinity. It would 
be enlightening to hear from follow- 
ers of this column if they can offer 
anything definite along these lines. 


Small Willows 


Not many plant growers do much 
with small willows, thereby missing 
a lot of fun and much good plant 
material. Trusting to memory (this 
note is being written away from my 
books and notes), I think these 
worthy kinds may be enumerated 
among the small ones: Salix am- 
bigua, a low shrub with trailing 
branches; S. glaucops, with silvery 
leaves and showy yellow twigs in 
winter, eventually making a shrub 
to 18 inches in height; S. petrophila, 
the 6-inch rock willow, and S. repens 
argentea, a trailer with pleasing sil- 
very foliage.

NATURALIZED EXOTICS 


When plant introductions 
brought into our gardens, their be- 
havior is almost unpredictable. Some 
plants prove difficult to cultivate. 
Others survive and become welcome 
additions to our gardens, yet never 
really do more than grow under the 
sufferance of regular care. Still oth- 
ers not only take happily to their 
new environment, but actually also 
assume the behavior in nature of 
indigenous plants. The last type of 
plants falls into three groups. One 
group makes casual escapes into the 
wild, where it grows with the same 
frequency as rare native plants. 
Those of another group grow, estab- 
lish themselves and spread over a 
fairly wide area, but do not upset 
the general balance of nature. A last 
group of plants, fortunately not too 
numerous, spreads with such abun- 
dance, grows so vigorously and sur- 
vives with such tenacity that it does 
actually upset the ecology of the 
area to the detriment of other plants 
and of man’s own selfish interest. 


are 


In general, forms of plant life, 
such as trees and shrubs, do not nat- 
uralize so rapidly as do the annuals 
and herbaceous perennials. Those 
nurserymen whose firms have been 
established a long time in one loca- 
tion will probably find a great num- 
ber of plant items growing wild in 
surrounding fields, fence rows and 
even woodland. I recall some years 
ago walking through woods adjoin- 
ing an old southern nursery and 
finding there a large number of the 
common broad-leaved evergreens 
including Mahonia beali, Ligustrum 
lucidum and L. japonica, nandina, 
osmanthus and Euonymus japonicus. 
In our own nurseries, we have no- 
ticed a similar situation with such 
plants as boxwood, holly, yew, and, 
this year, much to our surprise, we 
found a large number of Cedrus 
deodara in a plot that had been left 
fallow for two years. Most of these 
plants are disseminated by birds, 
with the exception of the deodara, 
which has a wind-borne, winged 
seed. The natural spread of trees 
and shrubs is slow and by relatively 
short jumps, so that there has been 


no widespread naturalization of coni- 
fers. 

In our section, we find a peculiar 
phenomenon in the attractive paul- 
ownia tree. Isolated specimens of 
this tree are found deep in large 
wooded areas miles from any garden 
or lawn. Since the seed is extremely 
light it must be assumed that it is 
sometimes carried long distances by 
the wind. 

This casual naturalizing of ex- 
otics not only adds some interesting 
items to our landscape, but, on rare 
occasions, has also produced some 
valued sports and natural hybrids. 
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There are a good many herbaceous 
and semiwoody plants that take hap- 
pily to the wilds and spread over a 
large area. The common orange day 
lily and Japanese honeysuckle are 
excellent examples of these. They 
are attractive and are used in horti- 
culture, yet, in their exuberant 
growth, they are often nuisance 
weeds. Although not mentioned in 
botany manuals, I have noticed that 
the hardy bamboo will, for all in- 
tents and purposes, naturalize. If 
spread by seeds as well as runners, 
hardy bamboo could become a nui- 
sance. The common Oriental wis- 
taria by its runners sometimes estab- 
lishes itself over a fairly large area, 
so that it, too, is a nuisance. Some 
years ago my father collected some 
red birch while in northern 
New Jersey and grew some plants on 
the nursery. Now we find plants here 
and there all over the nursery and 
feel sure that they will eventually es- 
tablish in the woods. 

The last group of plants that, 
when introduced, takes over an area

is usually detrimental, but not al- 
ways. Botanists are not sure of the 
original habitat of bluegrass, but 
know that its spread is much greater 
than before the days of its cultiva- 
tion for pasture. When it is planted 


on favorable limestone soil, it will 
crowd out all other grasses. The 
Bermuda grass will do the same 


thing, and it can ruin farms and 
gardens, yet in some places, it is the 
only successful pasture grass, and 
agronomists have created strains 
suitable for golf greens. 

At the far extreme are such plants 
as water hyacinths, which, in warm 
climates, can clog up navigable 
streams and lakes and do millions of 
dollars’ worth of damage. In some 
tropical countries, it is a serious of- 
fense to introduce these plants. Other 
plants almost as obnoxious are John- 
son grass, Canada thistle and, I 
understand, a recently introduced 
locoweed in the west. 

MILES BRYANT RETURNS AS 
ILLINOIS DIRECTORS MEET 

Inspired by the return of Miles W. 
Bryant to the ranks of active partici- 
pants, the board of directors of the 
Illinois State Nurserymen’s Associa- 
tion conducted an eventful business 
meeting at the Hotel La Salle, Chi- 
cago, June 3. The veteran associa- 
tion secretary had been inactive for 
several months because of illness, 
but is now well on the way to com- 
plete recovery. 

Among the actions taken by the 
board at this meeting, the one with 
the most far-reaching effect was the 
vote to change the starting day of 
the association’s January convention 
from Tuesday to Monday of conven- 
tion week. At the same time it was 
decided that the day of the conven- 
tion assigned to the American Asso- 
ciation of Nurserymen would be 
Wednesday (the final day of the 
convention if it begins on Monday) 
instead of the opening day as here- 
tofore. The purpose of the changes 
is to maintain interest in the meet- 
ings through the final day. 

Two promotional projects, the 
Illinois state fair and “Plant Illinois” 
week, were acted upon. The associa- 
tion will have an exhibit at the fair, 
with plant materials to be contrib- 
uted on a cooperative basis by mem- 
ber nurserymen. Farm landscaping 
will be a feature of the exhibit. 

Cooperation of the Illinois depart- 
ment of agriculture has been secured 
for a “Plant Illinois” week. The de- 
partment has taken over the plan- 
ning of the observance with a mem- 
ber of the nurserymen’s group serv- 
ing on the planning committee.

Ilex Pedunculosa 

Ilex pedunculosa is a large shrub 
or small tree which grows to 30 feet 
tall. It is one of the most unusual of 
the evergreen hollies, and, not un- 
commonly, it is called other than an 
ilex. It is a native of Japan. 

This plant is usually rather narrow 
and upright in its growth habit, as 
the specimen on the cover will indi- 
cate. However, it may be grown as 
a bushy plant with multiple stems. 

The leaves are narrow elliptic in 
outline and up to three inches in 
length. The foliage has little resem- 
blance to most hollies inasmuch as 
Ilex pedunculosa has entire leaves 
and a wavy margin. The plant is 
fully evergreen and is considered one 
of the most hardy of evergreen hol- 
lies. 

The flowers have no ornamental 
value, and, as is true with most ilex, 
the flower sexes are separate. The 
fruits are bright red, showy and are 
produced singly or in small clusters 
ripening in late September. 

Little is known about the cultural 
requirements of this species, but a 
plant has been growing at Ohio 
State University for several years 
and its requirements seem similar to 
those of other ilex. The plant has 
proved hardy, but growth has not 
been vigorous. 

More experience is needed with 
this plant, but it appears that it 
might make a good addition to our 
list of ornamental plants. L. C. C.

COLLEGES TO COOPERATE 
TO TRAIN NURSERY HELP 


Outstanding colleges and univer- 
sities in various sections of the 
United States will cooperate with 
the nation’s nurserymen in an effort 
to train a more adequate supply of 
“dirt” nurserymen. 

That is the essence of a report just 
issued by a committee appointed in 
January, 1953, by the American 
Association of Nurserymen to inves- 
tigate, devise and recommend a col- 
lege training program for the nurs- 
ery industry. 

That such a program is urgently 
needed was revealed in a survey 
which indicated that 96 per cent of 
the firms replying to a questionnaire 
could use additional trained person- 
nel, 

In an effort to work out a satis- 
factory curriculum and establish a 
basis for cooperation between 
schools and the nursery industry, 
members of the committee have con- 
tacted over 100 schools, according 
to Jack Siebenthaler, secretary of 
the 9-man group. 


Two-year Program Recommended 


Discussions with both schools and 
industry leaders have convinced 
committee members that a 2-year 
training program in selected schools 
in each of a number of different 
geographical areas would furnish the 
best solution. 

It was agreed that skilled assist- 
ants in sales and promotion prob- 
lems, rather than junior executives, 
should be the primary objective of 
the training program. Furthermore, 
the courses should nursery 
work rather than landscaping. 

The committee felt that the 
ciation, as such, should not concern 
itself with short courses, night school 
or short-term technical courses, al- 
though such education might be val- 
uable in individual cases. It was 
believed that a 2-year course would 
to acquaint a young

Suggestions for a suitable 2-year 


program were obtained from repre- 
sentative nurserymen through a ques- 
tionnaire. These suggestions were 
passed along to school officials, but 
no effort made to dictate a 
specific curriculum.

Some schools indicated this could 
be given, provided nurserymen in 
the area would cooperate. Of 281 
nurserymen who replied to a ques- 
tionnaire on this subject, approxi- 
mately 86 per cent indicated that 
they would indeed cooperate. 

Although school officials said 
there would be some problems in- 
volved, it was agreed that in special 
cases training should be made avail- 
able to promising young men even 
though they might not be high school 
graduates. 

Since satisfactory programs have 
not yet been developed by good 
schools in each geographical area, 
visits on the part of the committee 
members will continue. Additional 
exploratory work must be done in 
the far northwest, the far south- 
west and the southeast.

Iron Plate Stock Container 


A third type of container is now 
being manufactured with sloping 
sides and a collapsible bottom, called 
the Nurserican. The design of this 
can is excellent, and it has certain 
clear advantages over the Plantainer. 
However, it is a manufactured can 
produced specifically for growing 
nursery stock, and, in order to be 
competitive in price, it is constructed 
of a less sturdy type of plate which 
is not tinned. It is a simple black 
iron plate which is protected with 
an asphalt type paint. I would as- 
sume, by just looking at this can, 
that while it might last two full 
growing seasons, it would be in a 
less sturdy condition at the end of 
that time and might not last through 
two full growing seasons under ad- 
verse conditions. However, there 
will be no positive proof available 
until next vear. The can is an ex- 
cellent product in appearance, and, 
if it can withstand the normal cor- 
action of garden soil and 
should be an excellent

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large quantities of nursery stock in 
containers, I think that the metal 
container has a definite advantage 
over the tar paper type in the man- 
ner in which it can be packed for 
shipment in a truck or trailer. The 
tar paper pot, being of limited 
strength, obviously cannot be stacked 
up too high, otherwise the weight 
of soil and plants will simply split 
the containers and ruin the crop. 
This is not true of the metal con- 
tainer, which can be stacked up to 
three, four or five, and I have heard 
of their being stacked as much as 
nine plants high in a semitrailer. 
This certainly is a definite advan- 
tage, one which must be borne in 
mind by the producer when planning 
his crop. It is not possible to give a 
clear indication as to which type of 
container should be used, because 
the type will depend upon local 
requirements. It is sufficient here 
to state the types so that judgment 
may be used according to the local- 
ity.

is handled. A large seed line is dis- 
played near the checkout counter 
colorful packets which draw atten- 
tion and inspection. A second check- 
out counter is located in the lath 
area. 

At the left of the main entrance, 
just beyond the checkout counter, is 
a broad doorway leading to the neat, 
new supply section. Facing the cus- 
tomer as he comes through the en- 
trance, across the room, is a door- 
way leading to an outdoor terrace, 
at one side of which is a 50x150-foot 
lath area where planting materials 
are placed for customer inspection. 
Plans are now being effected to in- 
crease this area by 50 feet. 

Self-service is now used only to a 
limited extent, but plans are being 
made to broaden its application to 
the sales program of the establish- 
ment. “We are planning to experi- 
ment with greater use of self-service 
here,” Hans Fehrman, manager of 
Vaughan’s Garden Center has stated, 
“but we do not anticipate becoming 
100 per cent self-service.” 

The need for expansion of build- 
ings and lath area has been caused 
by the increased population of the 
communities Vaughan’s serves. In 
the village of Western Springs 
alone, the population increase has 
been almost twofold since 1940, and 
similar rates of increase are preva- 
lent in nearby suburbs the centet 
serves. Vaughan’s patrons have in- 
creased proportionately.

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Hold Louisiana Short Course 


The third annual short course for 
nurserymen and florists, held at 
Southwestern Louisiana Institute, 
Lafayette, La., May 31 to June 2, 
was productive of helpful informa- 
tion on a broad range of subjects. 
Plant pests, fertilizers, cultural prac- 
tices for broad-leaved evergreens, ir- 
rigation and outdoor mums were 
among the diverse subjects discussed. 

Beginning the series of lectures on 
Monday, May 31, the first speaker, 


Dr. Lewis Graham, professor of biol- 


ogy at Southwestern Louisiana Insti- 
tute, described the more troublesome 
pests encountered on ornamental 
plants and the type of injury caused 
by each. He discussed control meas- 
ures for each pest, with empha- 
sis on three of the newer materials 
available for general use. The speak- 
er reminded the group of the possible 
hazards of Malathion, but said that 
this material is effective against 
scales, mealy bug and similar insects. 
Lindane, he stated, is nearly an all- 
round contact and stomach poison 
for a long list of common ornamental 
plant pests. Dieldrin, a relatively new 
material with low volatility, seems 
to be the most promising control 
measure for chinch bug and sod web- 
worm in southern lawn grasses. 

Constant Water Level Irrigation 

The second lecture dealt with con- 
stant water level irrigation of pot 
plants and bench crops, a subject well 
handled by Prof. Ira S. Nelson, also 
of the institute. He stated that “the 
two chief advantages of this practice 
are the saving of labor and the re- 
duction of diseases on both foliage 
and_ blossoms.” 

Basic to the use of this type of irri- 
gation is an understanding of the 
principle involved, which was ade- 
quately explained by Professor Nel- 
son along with the construction of 
the greenhouse benches necessary for 
its operation. Constant water level 
benches can be variable as long as 
they are waterproof and provide for 
conducting water their entire length, 
Professor Nelson stated. 

Float valve control of the water 
level was recommended. A firm con- 
tact between the pot and the sand in 
the bench is necessary. Starting with 
soil that is uniformly wet is also nec- 
essary for best results. 

As the capillary 
water varies with size of soil or sand 
particles, advised to 
start with an experimental bench o1 
section of a bench so that they can 
establish the optimum water level

for their crops growing under their 
own particular conditions. 

The Tuesday morning meeting 
was opened by Charles Cain, profes- 
sor of agronomy at the institute, with 
a discussion of fertilizers and ferti- 
lizing practices. “If you have not al- 
ready done so,” he said, “you should 
have an analysis made of your field 
soils and major sources of soils used 
for pot and bench culture. A total 
anaylsis is often not to the point, but 
an analysis of the available nutrients 
present is most important. In addi- 
tion to knowing the quantities of 
available nutrients present and quan- 
tities required, a grower must de- 
velop the ability to read plants, 
which, in the end, are his best indi- 
cators of the nutrient supply in the 
soil. 

Professor Cain stressed the impor- 
tance of using the facilities of one’s 
state soil-testing laboratory. He then 
discussed a method of taking a field

sample. To interpret the results of 
such an analysis intelligently, he con- 
tinued, the grower should know the 
results of previous crops grown in 
these soil and drainage conditions. 

Because of differences in cultural 
practices and the high rate of leach- 
ing of greenhouse Professor 
Cain continued, higher rates of ap- 
plication of fertilizers are usually re- 
quired. However, the plant is still 
the best indicator, and its response 
should be the guide as to how much 
of any fertilizer should be used. 

“Phosphorus is not readily avail- 
able, except as phosphoric acid,” 
Professor Cain said, ‘‘and, therefore, 
superphosphate should be applied to 
potting soils prior to potting and to 
field soils early in the season as a dry 
fertilizer when fertilizing through ir- 
rigation water. Nitrogen and potas- 
sium are both readily soluble and 
may be applied as needed through 
the irrigation system.” 

In order to maintain the organic 
matter content and especially a good 
physical condition in the soil, he ad- 
vised planting a cover crop—either

legume or nonlegume, whichever 
makes the best growth. Nitrogen is 
cheap enough to add later if a non- 
legume is planted. Other benefits he 
listed as attributable to a good cover 
crop are control of weeds, insects and 
diseases and improvement of the sol- 
ubility of and utilization of nutrient 
elements. 

“Soil pH’s below 5.5 are likely to 
disturb the nutrient balance for some 
plants,” Professor Cain explained. 
The most frequent cause of this upset 
is large quantities of soluble alumi- 
num and iron-phosphorus reactions. 
Application of lime is the cheapest 
method of correcting excess acidity. 
Where alkalinity is a problem, he 
suggested the use of sulphur as a re- 
medial measure. Aluminum sulphate 
will result in a rapid lowering of the 
pH, he concluded, but the danger of 
an aluminum build-up is a real one 
and the use of aluminum should be 
avoided except as an emergency 
measure. 


Dr. McElwee Is Principal Speaker 


Dr. E. W. McElwee, extension hor- 
ticulturist, University of Florida, 
Gainesville, Fla., was the principal 
speaker of the short course. His talk 
was entitled, “Practices That Have 
a Bearing on Quality and Cost of 
Production of Broad-leaved Ever- 
greens.” 

Where the old method of main- 
taining a stock and scion block is no 
longer practical, Dr. McElwee stated, 
“cultural practices must be followed 
which will permit the taking of well- 
matured cuttings with a high stored 
food content.” He suggested slowing 
the growth of field stock from which 
cuttings are to be removed by with- 
holding fertilizer applications and 
irrigation at least three weeks prior 
to the collection period. Another ad- 
vantage he pointed out was that of 
disease resistance of the more hard- 
ened tissues. 

“Leaf drop after sticking cuttings 
is often due to moisture loss between 
the time of collection of the cuttings 
and sticking them in the bench,” Dr. 
McElwee stated. He observed that 
many nurserymen spend more time 
trimming than on any other opera- 
tion in the preparation of cuttings. 
“Good care will most often make up 
for any differences in rooting re- 
sponse if cuttings are not trimmed 
exactly to a node,” he added. 

Cutting leaves in half will result 
in a waste of food reserves in the cut- 
ting because of the increased rate of 
respiration in healing the cut, and 
often will also result in disease in- 
festation. Since cuttings utilize food 
stored in them for root initiation and

callusing, they must have light to 
manufacture food to develop the 
roots. He recommended giving the 
cuttings as much light as they would 
take, placing one-half the quantity 
of shading needed on the glass and 
supplying the other half by suspend- 
ing cheesecloth over the bench. 

“Nursery stock grown in cans 
requires excellent drainage, both 
through the soil mixture in the con- 
tainer and away from it,” Dr. Mc- 
Elwee continued. “Soil compaction 
on the surface decreases aeration, 
which causes inefficient use of ferti- 
lizers.”” The use of pine straw, saw- 
dust, gravel, pine bark or similar 
material was recommended to elimi- 
nate this difficulty. 

Dr. McElwee further stated that 
a good fertilizer program to follow is 
to mix superphosphate in the soil be- 
fore canning the stock, then to ferti- 
lize frequently with light applications 
of nitrogen and potassium. 

“One crop of balled and burlapped 
nursery stock removes the equivalent 
of one year of sod and one year of a 
nonleguminous cover crop from the 
soil,” he told the group. Every nurs- 
eryman should strive to follow a ro- 
tation that will allow any given piece 
of land at least two years out of 
nursery stock. Subsoiling is advan- 
tageous on heavy soils because of in- 
creased drainage and aeration and 
mixing of the subsoil with the topsoil. 

“Overapplication of the wrong 
kinds of fertilizers causes most fer- 
tilizer troubles,’ Dr. McElwee said. 
He strongly recommended dropping 
the phosphate content of most ferti- 
lizers, and, better still, making one 
application of phosphorus before 
planting, applying nitrogen and po- 
tassium only as needed. Field stock 
should receive at least four applica- 
tions of fertilizer a year—one before 
planting or before growth starts, an- 
other in late April, another in late 


July and, if sufficient moisture is pres- 


ent, another in late September. When 
fertilizers are applied through irriga- 
tion lines, one third of the water re- 
quired should be applied, and the 
fertilizer run through the line (in 
dilute solution). Then the irrigation 
operation should be completed. 

Nursery stock may be hardened 
against a freeze by light applications 
of potassium chloride to warm moist 
soil two to three days before the cold 
weather is anticipated, he concluded. 

Address on Irrigation 

Prof. H. K. Riley, head, depart- 
ment of plant industry, Southwestern 
Louisiana Institute, addressed the 
group Tuesday afternoon on irriga- 
tion. “The ability to apply moisture

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to newly planted seed, nursery stock 
or a growing crop of any kind elimi- 
nates one more variable to enable us 
to obtain optimum production of 
these crops,” Professor Riley stated. 
He listed regulation of cultivation 
and applications of fertilizers to suit 
the grower as distinct advantages of 
an irrigation system. 

The two methods of irrigating field 
stock are open furrow, or flooding, 
and the overhead sprinkler system. 
The open furrow method, he con- 
tinued, is the cheaper to use, but 
more water is required for uniform 
wetting, and, unless portable lines 
with gated pipes are used to carry 
the water, losses will result in ditches 
and canals. In addition, almost level 
land is required for this method of 
irrigation. The overhead sprinkler 
system, although requiring more 
costly equipment, is more desirable 
for the average nurseryman. Even 
portable equipment will last a long 
time if carefully handled. 


Cites Cost Figures 


Professor Riley then cited average 
cost figures for a portable system. 
Aside from the water source and in- 
cluding booster pumps, equipment 
will cost from $150 to $250 an acre 
for a 10-acre tract. He strongly rec- 
ommended that each nurseryman 
consult a dealer in irrigation equip- 
ment to have an engineer draw up 
plans for the nurseryman’s specific 
situation. 

When deciding upon a_ water 

source one should plan on applying 
one inch a week to the acre, which 
means that the water source must be 
able to supply 10 gallons a minute 
at the pump) for each acre to be 
irrigated. One acre of pond, four to 
five feet deep, is needed for every 10 
acres of land to be irrigated. “The 
construction of ponds,” Professor 
Riley cautioned, “should be done 
with the assistance of your local soil 
conservationist.” 

Additional pressure required to op- 
erate sprinklers should be supplied 
by a centrifugal pump with an engine 
mounted on the pump. “The proper 
quantity of water to apply by sprin- 
kler irrigation is determined by the 
soil type and crop condition,” Pro- 
fessor Riley stated. 

Wednesday, the last day of the 
3-day course, was devoted princi- 
pally to discussions of forcing chrys- 
anthemums, Easter lilies and poin- 
settias for the floral trade and fea- 
tured talks by experts in these fields. 

The course was concluded by a 
panel discussion of growers’ prob- 
lems, led by Dr. James A. Foret, di- 
rector of the short course.

AMERICAN NURSERYMAN 
ROSE SOCIETY MEETS 


The elements to be taken into 
consideration when judging a rose 
were taken up in detail by C. H. 
Lewis, Salem, Va., at the recent 
spring meeting of the American Rose 
Society, held at San Francisco, Calif. 
Mr. Lewis is chairman of the na- 
tional committee for training and 
accrediting rose judges. New meth- 
ods of insect and disease control, 
fertilizing and flower arranging also 
were taken up by experts in their 
respective fields. 

About 400 members of the Amer- 
ican Rose Society and of other rose 
societies were present. Tours of rose 
gardens at San Francisco, Oakland 
and Berkeley were made. Golden 
Gate park and and Muir Woods also 
were visited. 

George McDonough, general 
chairman of the convention, remind- 
ed the assembled group that Dr. L. 
M. Massey, plant pathologist at 
Cornell University, Ithaca, N. Y., 
had devised successful means of con- 
trolling rose diseases prevalent in 
the San Francisco area as recently as 
15 years ago. In appreciation of 
his contribution to rose culture in 
the San Francisco area, Dr. Massey 
was presented an engraved gold 
watch by the San Francisco Rose 
Society. 


BETTER GROUND COVERS 

Since the extensive demonstration 
plot of 150 kinds of ground covers 
was planted by the Arnold Arbore- 
tum in 1950 on its Case Estates, at 
Weston, Mass., the increasing inter- 
est of plantsmen in these subjects 
has reflected the public desire for 
green coverings that add to the 
beauty of home grounds without 
adding to the labor of maintenance. 


In the May 21 issue of Arnoldia, 
a continuation of the bulletin of 
popular information of the Arnold 
Arboretum, was given a list of 50 
of the ground covers tested, with 
some indications as to their uses and 
characteristics. In the list are a num- 
ber of old-timers, known to all nurs- 
erymen, but others will attract 
attention for their novelty and for 
suitability for the grounds of present- 
day homes, at least in the east.

Symplocos crataegoides, turquoise 
berry, with beautiful berries the color 
of a robin’s egg, does beautifully at 
Painesville, O., but seems to be fin- 
icky elsewhere. It does not do well at 
Pittsburgh, Pa. The berries appear 
in October.

Taxus browni, a tight bushy plant, 
is for the locality where you have 
April freezes. T. browni does not 
start early growth like some yews 
and, therefore, is not injured by these 
frosts. 

* 

In the north advise your customers 
to spiral tie their Hicks’ yews in late 
November and cut the tie about 
March 15. This will keep the yew 
from being injured by heavy snows. 

. 

The yews are definitely suited to 
planting in our larger cities. The 
Canadian hemlock stands city condi- 
tions quite well. The Pfitzer juniper 
is not recommended. 

° 

Euonymus alatus and the com- 
pactus type are receiving a fine play 
and deservedly so. They are among 
the best screen shrubs for a city. 
They do not get scale as Euonymus 
europaeus does.

element deficiencies are exhibited 
by overfertilization; also, a toxic 
condition may result from improper 
fertilization. Coordination is one of 
the main keynotes of the successful 
program that the Florida extension 
service has worked out, because the 
pathologist, nematologist, physiolo- 
gist, horticulturist and numerous 
others combine their efforts to help 
nurserymen with their problems. 

Training programs are needed for 
all persons concerned with growing 
plant materials and also for county 
agents and county workers, Dr. Mc- 
Elwee stated. Florida training pro- 
grams are sometimes operated as 
short courses for the benefit merely 
of local areas. Many persons attend 
these who could not go to a large 
distant meeting. Horticulture clinics 
are held periodically to enable the 
professional men (pathologists, ento- 
mologists, etc.) to study collectively 
the problems of nurserymen and 
growers. Dr. McElwee concluded his 
talk by pointing out the benefits of 
close coordination and cooperation 
between professional organizations 
and the scientific institutions and 
the need for appointing groups to 
communicate with the institutions. 

Mrs. James A. Lymburner, Lym- 
burner Nursery, Chamblee, Ga., 
concluded the morning session by 
talking on the operation of a modern 
nursery salesyard and showing a 
most interesting color movie. 


Tuesday Program 


President Hayden opened the 
Tuesday morning session by present- 
ing George Sawada, who talked on 
the advantages of membership in the 
Southern Nurserymen’s Association 
Among the excellent aids which this 
organization renders is publication of 
a buyers’ guide. Mr. Sawada an- 
nounced that a winter trade meeting 
is now being planned by this group, 
so that buyers and sellers can meet 
and carry on their business. 

Dr. E. J. Cairns, nematologist, 
Alabama Polytechnic Institute, Au- 
burn, was introduced by President 
Hayden at this time and gave an en- 
lightening talk on nematodes, a seri- 
ous problem in all parts of the state. 

Nematodes, according to Dr. 
Cairns, are found in habitats that 
make them difficult to study. They 
are often overlooked because of their 
microscopic size. They are found i 
fresh water, in salt water,on humans, 
plants and animals and everywhere 
parasites may be encountered. The 
reason nematodes are difficult to kill 
is that they have a heavy protective

coating on the outside of their bodies 
which is practically impervious to 
chemicals. 

Dr. Cairns concluded his talk by 
discussing factors that may encour- 
age nematode growth and explain- 
ing the steps nurserymen may take 
to rid themselves of this harmful 
pest. 

It is the aim of the Alabama Poly- 
technic Institute, Dr. Cairns stated, 
to work hand in hand with the nurs- 
erymen of the state. The purpose of 
work now being done at the orna- 
mental horticulture field station, at 
Springhill (near Mobile), is to help 
the nurserymen solve their many 
problems. Dr. Ray Self is working 
here in conjunction with the Ala- 
bama Polytechnic Institute. 

Next on the program was a color- 
ful movie of the famous Mobile Aza- 
lea Trail. J. Gaines Betbeze, presi- 
dent-elect, Mobile Azalea _ Trail, 
acted as narrator of the movie. 

Remaining convention time was 
given over to other business, includ- 
ing determination of the location of 
the 1955 convention. Marvin Bar- 
ton, Birmingham, chairman of the 
committee dealing with this decision, 
presented the committee’s recom- 
mendation, Auburn, Ala., which was 
discussed and accepted by the mem- 
bers. 

A resolution was considered and 
passed stating that the Alabama 
Nurserymen’s Association would 
strongly endorse and recommend 
that an extension specialist in orna- 
mental horticulture be appointed by 
the agricultural extension service of 
the Alabama Polytechnic Institute 
to be stationed at Auburn. 

The 2-day convention was ad- 
journed with the installation of the 
new officers of the association.

trial development, but there is still 
some of the better building being 
done, and the demand for choice 
landscape material still exceeds the 
supply. Shade trees, in particular, 
are critically short in sizes over 2- 
inch caliper. 

“Garden centers are still spring- 
ing up like mushrooms, and they ac- 
count for an ever-increasing percent- 
age in total sales of nursery stock on 
Long Island. With a similarly good 
fall season, coupled with lower over- 
head costs this summer (reduced 
labor principally), we are looking 
forward to a most satisfactory year.” 


Demand for High Quality Noted 


Hewlett W. Lewis, Lewis & Val- 
entine Nurseries, Inc., Northern 
Boulevard, Greenvale, L. I., N. Y.., 
describes the firm’s spring sales as 
“very satisfactory and slightly ahead 
of the same period last year.” He 
notes that wholesaie nurserymen 
seem to be grading their stock more 
fairly, which helps retail firms make 
a profit. He continues: 

“Small sizes of nearly all ever- 
greens are readily available. Any 
specimen stock is scarcer than ever. 
There was no significant price resist- 
ance on high-quality stock, but little 
interest in cheapet varieties or low- 
quality plants was evidenced by re- 
tail buyers.” 

Mr. Lewis notes that there is 
plenty of unskilled labor available, 
but there is a serious shortage of men 
with the interest and capability to 
be trained as foremen. “This is the 
most acute management problem 
which we will face in the next few 
years, as our old-timers gradually 
become unavailable,” he adds. 

In conclusion, Mr. Lewis notes 
that the building boom is still con- 
tinuing strong in the area, and it 
seems as though landscaping should 
he fairly active for some time. 


Best Spring So Far 


From Easton, Md., E. Sam Hem- 
ming, Eastern Shore Nurseries, re- 
ports the best spring the firm has so 
far experienced, about 5 per cent 
ahead of the 1953 spring season. 

“We got off to a slow start,” he 
states, “because the weather was not 
so mild as the previous winter, but 
the spring was long, cool and fairly 
wet. The planting season continued 
late, well into June.

chases were made was described as 
an influential factor. 

“We attribute the increase in vol- 
ume to the longest planting season 
we have ever experienced,” Mr. Sie- 
benthaler states. “It was accompan- 
ied by almost ideal weather condi- 
tions.” 

Sufficient labor of a satisfactory 
nature proved available to the firm. 

“I might add, too, that our plant- 
ing in the nursery was completed 
earlier this year than ever before,”

Unusual competition—from Sena- 
tor Joseph McCarthy—is reported 
by Harold J. Parnham, Robinson &

of April we enjoyed in our salesyard 
more than double the business of 
1953.

This has not affected many lo- 
calities as it has ours, but our busi- 
ness fell off over 50 per cent and has 
remained this low, except on days 
that the television shows are re- 
cessed. 

“We have talked with many doz- 
ens of our customers, who admit that 
they have neglected everything, in- 
cluding their gardens, to stay in front 
of the TV screen for this wonder- 
ful, back-yard, over-the-fence gossip 


session. 


“Our landscape sales have suffered 
right along with the salesyard sales 
Our head start on the McCarthy- 
army controversy has allowed us to 
show an increase in sales-ground 
sales for the entire season, even 
though sales during the month of 
May were below those of 1953. Our 
landscape jobs have shown a small 
decline for the entire season.” 


Weather has been good for plant- 
ing, Mr. Parnham reports, a little 
cooler than average, with rain some- 
what above normal. “We welcomed 
every drop of rain, and our subsoil 
and wells can still stand more.” 


The firm found that evergreen 
and shade tree sales were heavier 
than usual, shrub sales about the 
same, and supplies better. A new 
pricing system was tried by Robin- 
son & Parnham this year which re- 
duced nursery stock prices all along 
the line, a factor which caused the 
total dollar volume to be down, al- 
though unit volume showed an in- 


crease. 


In addition, Mr. Parnhain ad- 
vises that the firm’s new sales build- 
ing proved its worth in that a large 
volume was handled by the nursery 
on rush days with 50 per cent less 
help

Labor Costs 


Labor costs for irrigation vary 
greatly. From New York has come 
the estimate of $15 to $22 an acre 
each year; Missouri, $15 to $20: 
Michigan, $15.75; Idaho, $18.33 to 
$222: Colorado, $25 to $150, and 
Texas, $50 to $150. Ordinarily an 
estimate of from one-half to one man 
hour of labor is required for each 
acre for each applicaion. 

The cost of the well or other 
source of water supply is not in- 
cluded because of extreme variation 
from one location to another. Also, 
the figures have been taken mainly 
from vegetable and pasture devel- 
opment and not from nursery crops. 

Altogether about eight inches of 
water are used each season for an 
irrigated area. At Texas A. and M. 
College the cost has been $2.30 per 
acre inch of water. This figure in- 
cludes labor, fuel, depreciation, etc. 

A question from the floor con- 
cerned the use of water conditioners 
of the chemical type. Discussion re- 
vealed that these are not profitable 
At Ysleta, Tex., a test of adding acid 
to the irrigation water was made at 
the cost of $1800 an acre per year; 
the results were beneficial but not 
profitable. Some kinds of water con- 
ditioners that fit as pipes into the 
irrigation line and supposedly act 
on principles of magnetism or as 
catalysts, are questionable in_per- 
formance. Analysis of salt content of 
the water on each side of one such 
fitting showed no difference because 
of the installation of the fitting. 

Oscar Gray, Sr., Arlington, stated 
that he has a pump system that 
raises the water about 60 or 70 feet 
and delivers from 110 to 120 gallons 
a minute. This is pumped into one 
of three lines, with the sprinklers 
being changed in the other lines 
while the one is in use. With this he 
stated that he can do about two 
acres a day with the labor of about 
8.5 man hours per acre. An auto- 
matic turnoff switch allows a final 
irrigation period of four hours with- 
out an attendant on duty.

Depreciation 
figures and selling costs should be 
added. 

E. W. Handy, Tomball, brought 
out the fact that land utilization 
costs should include cover cropping 
and the time when the soil is being 
improved for nursery crop use. 

Jack Hill, D. Hill Nursery Co., 
Dundee, IIl., emphasized the bene- 
fits of itemized records to give the 
cost of each step or treatment in the 
production methods for each main 
crop. James S. Wells, of the same 
firm, described direct labor expenses 
and indirect expenses (preparation 
of potting soil, painting of struc- 
tures and equipment, etc.), and 
stated that the latter should be ap- 
portioned to each crop according to 
the extent of that crop. There are 
three nursery operation costs besides 
labor—depreciation, taxes and over- 
head. 

Steve Verhalen, Verhalen Nursery 
Co., Scottsville, led a discussion on 
the topic, “Grades and Standards 
for Container-grown Nursery Stock.” 
It has been difficult to set up and 
gain acceptance of a system of grades 
for container-grown plants. It has 
been done in a few cases, however. 
Growth habits vary with different 
kinds of plants, and height or 
breadth standards are not always ac- 
curate. One of the most helpful 
things is to have a group of growers 
of any one area cooperate in set- 
ting up some kind of grade system. 
Samples sent to customers enable 
them to know what to expect. Pic- 
ture illustrations also are useful. In 
general, a system of grading stock to 
various sizes is an aid to selling. 
Sorting out containers according to 
size and pruning plants to a uni- 
form appearance was also suggested. 
Unfortunately, grades and stand- 
ards do not include an expression of 
quality, usually only size. 

Professor DeWerth expressed the 
thought that a set of minimum 
standards would be more under- 
standable and less confusing than 
bracket listings of size in grading. 

“New and Old Propagation Prac- 
tices” was the subject of James S. 
Wells, D. Hill Nursery Co., Dundee, 
Ill. Mr. Wells discussed propagation 
along the same lines as his articles on 
the subject, which are published reg- 
ularly in the American Nurseryman.

has, particularly species and varie- 
ties not grown sufficiently to carry 
in the catalogs. There is need for 
closer cooperation between the grow- 
ers and the retailers regarding what 
is needed by the public. Test plant- 
ings can be made to see if certain 
kinds should be propagated locally. 
The following classes of plants are 
needed: (1) Ground covers and 
vines, (2) dwarf, medium and large 
shrubs and evergreens, (3) small 
shade and flowering trees, lawn 
and street trees, (5) tub and box 
plants, (6) standard trees and (7 
specimen plants. Re-evaluation of 
certain items would help—for ex- 
ample, which is best—Chinese elm, 
Siberian elm or Asiatic elm? 


Needed are low maintenance 
plants with slow and medium 
growth; with disease and pest re- 


sistance; without special soil, ferti- 
lizer or water requirements; with 
ability to stand sudden temperature 
fluctuations. The indigenous plants 
or exotics that are ecologically 
adapted usually prove best for easy 
maintenance. Individual character- 
istics needed in plants are branching 
habit and 365-day attractiveness; 
foliage with good duration, good au- 
tumn color; flowers with good dura- 
tion, suitable time of bloom, desir- 
able color, high quality and profuse- 
ness; fruiting, and desirable type of 
bark. 

In talking of new plant materials, 
it is not necessarily meant that they 
should be new in a strict sense, but 
new to an area or a use, a conversa- 
tion piece, such as Sophora affinis. 


Sources of new plant materials are 


(1) native plants, (2) introduced 
plants, (3) originations from breed- 
ing, (4) plant selections from chance 


seedlings or bud sports. 
Increasing Nursery Sales 


The subject of “Twenty Ways to 


Increase Nursery Sales” was dis- 
cussed by S. H. Womack, extension 
department, University of Texas, 


Austin. Training employees bettet 
to meet the public and to answer 
questions would help most nurseries, 
he stated. Staging of an open house 
encourages patronage. Giving prod- 
uct information by radio, TV, pub- 
lications or displays is also helpful. 
Friendliness and courtesy should 
characterize all nursery representa- 
tives. Mr. Womack reminded the 
group that new prospects can be 
sought through watching the build- 
ing permits and the listings of new 
arrivals.

Planting advice or suggestions 
encourages buying. Saturday calls 
on customers who do their own yard 
work is a personal sort of contact 
that may result in increased sales. 
Bill statements often provide space 
for effective advertising; appropri- 
ate enclosures with the bills is an- 
other means of advertising. 

Weekly meetings with employees 
should be held to keep product in- 
formation up-to-date; it also permits 
obtaining timely reactions and ideas 
from the sales attendants.

Consumer Research 
Prof. A. F. DeWerth’s talk on the 


value of consumer research and edu- 
cation to the nurseryman and land- 
scape architect raised many inter- 
esting points. It is one way of keep- 
ing pace with progress when care- 
fully applied, said Professor De- 
Werth. It should be ethical, authori- 
tative and unbiased. 

Younger persons are now found 
in the consumer class than in the 
past, he stated, and the purchasing 
power of the public was 53 per cent 
greater in 1950 than in 1940. Since 
1947 there has been an increase in 
sales of plants, bulbs and 
amounting to 138 per cent; for autos 
it has been only 10 per cent; for 
photography, 219 per cent, and for 
music, radio and TV, the increase 
has been 263 per cent. So the trend 
is for spending in the higher arts.

Landscape Sessions 


In the landscape sessions, Otto 
Scherz, Scherz Nursery, San Angelo, 
served as moderator. He introduced 
John C. Averill, chief architect of 
the Lambert Landscape Co., Dallas, 
who spoke on management of a 
landscape design office.

the client meets the designer. Com- 
pany meetings aid in increasing the 
eficiency and general understand- 
ing of over-all situations, and the 
office manager is the liaison between 
the sales personnel and the designers 
The office meetings can serve to 
keep the designers up-to-date, aware 
of new development, plant materials, 
construction methods, etc. 

Office procedures for a typi al de- 
sign job would be as follows: 1. Work 
order is written by the salesman 
with ideas to be incorporated. 2. Con- 
ference is held between the. sales- 
man and the designer. 3. A survey is 
carefully plotted. 4. Rough studies 
are prepared. 5. Conference is again 
held between the salesman and _ the 
designer. 6. The salesman presents 
the rough studies and sketches to the 
client and goes over them with him. 
7. Final studies are then made with 
any revisions. 8. Complete plans are 
drawn and painted, with planting 
and construction details included. 
9. An estimate of cost is prepared 
with the aid of the salesman. 10. 
Then the final plan and estimate of 
the work is presented the client by 
the salesman. 

The general office management 
should maintain cost records of the 
jobs completed as guides for future 
work. Monthly, semiannual and an- 
nual reports are helpful, and these, 
together with the details on com- 
pleted work, should be kept in fire- 
proof files. 

Retail Operations 


In the retail sessions, L. J. Hil- 
scher, Hilscher Nursery and Florist 
Co., Fort Worth, Tex., was modera- 
tor. He introduced Jack Jones, 
Southwest Landscape Co., Dallas, 
who presented the topic of “Costs 
of Retail Operations.” Knowing the 
costs of obtaining, growing and sell- 
ing the different items is essential. 
he stated. These can be determined 
only if accurate records are kept. In 
addition to the direct costs of grow- 
ing are the indirect costs of produc- 
tion, such as promotion, sales, main- 
tenance, office labor and general 
overhead. Management should set 
the work standards to maintain effi- 
ciency, but can encourage and us¢ 
the suggestions and criticisms of em- 
ployees in bettering production 
methods. Most employees take pride 
in their work, if they are led prop- 
erly. And they can be led to think 
of costs too. “Half of the job of cost 
reduction is to make the nursery 
managers and employees cost-con- 
scious,” Mr. Jones told the group.

He said that 
every job in the nursery has selling 
as the end point, and that goods that 
are “well bought” are “half sold.” 
Different ways of keeping in touch 
with customers were mentioned, and 
it was noted that attractive displays 
to draw attention is a lead to impul- 
sive buying. Displays can be followed 
up by a sales line to bring out new 
or timely facts concerning an item. 
Sales may be closed by suggestion 
as to choice of the customer, whethe1 
he prefers one color or another. A 
mention of the time of delivery also 
helps close a sale. After a sale is 
closed, it is possible to use sugges- 
tive selling to attention to 
peat moss or something else avail- 
able from the firm which should go 
with an item purchased.
